Despite the inclemency of 
the 


weather and the very "disagreeable" 
condition of the streets, a good audi- 
ence greeted Hon. R. T. Trevelick at 
the court house last evening, to hear 
his lecture on "Organization — Its 
History and Necessity." The speak- 
er lays no claim to a clasical educa- 
tion, nor does ho come to us with fine 
language and nicely rounded periods, 
but he comes with ripe experience, 
practical knowledge, and a fund of 
wholesome truth — gained by travel 
and observation, and strengthened 
by reading and study. His voice is 
strong and clear, his enunciation dis- 
tinct, and his illustrations apt and 
pointed, while an occasional vein of 
humor was observed effervesce, pro- 
voking a smile, only to be lost in ap- 
plause at the culmination of a sen- 
tence embodying wholesome truth 
and patriotic sentiment. 


After a few preliminary remarks, 


the speaker explained the difficulty 
of getting the masses to reaHon cohe- 
rently, consecutively, and justly, so 
as to view affairs iu their various as- 
pects, draw logical inferences, and 
ultimately arrive at the truth. He 
advised his hearers to read, investi- 
gate — in short, to prove all things, 
and hold fast to that which was good. 
He advised the rending uud study of 
the history of the past, as the key, 
and the only key to a. perfect knowl- 
edge of tho present. He drew the 
line beautifully between instinct and 
reason, and gave several happy illns 
trations. 


Ho gave a glowing and eloquent 


description of our country, itb vast 
expanse, its diversity of em face, soil, 
and climate; its great inland seas 
and mHJestic rivers; its resources and 
its possibilities — acd believed its fu- 
ture to be just whatever the people, 
in wisdom of conduct chose to make 
it. And iK-re is where he ,irew his 
parallel between it and other coun- 
tries of history, und nhowed the ne- 
cessity of intelligent organization, ns 
a barrier against the encroachments, 
aggressions, and oppressions of capi 
tal, to the building up of an aristoc- 
racy, and the depreciation of labor 
acd the enslaving of the masses. In 
this connection he called history to 
his support, and strongly fortiiied his 
position. 


Ho contended that no great move 


had ever beeu made in the march of 
progress where organization was in- 
hibited, and iu this history sustained 
him. 
He 
showed how a shorten- 


ing of the hours of labor among the 
working classes in England had giv 
on time for more brain work, and how 
inventive genius came t.) the front,giv 
ing the world many great inventions, 
and science many important discov 
eries. 


His review of the aims, objects and 


principles of the Knights of Labor 
was plain and foicible, and elicited 
frequent applause. These principles 
appeared in a mcent issue of the RE- 
VIEW and are doubtless familiar to 
to our readers, yet Mr. Trevelick's 
presentation of them and comments 
upon them tilled them with new in- 
terest. and made an admirable fea- 
ture of his lecture. 


He dwelt eloquently upon the dig- 


nity of human labor, no matter what 
the nature or character of the labor 
might be, showing it to be the true 
source of wealth, iind the only honor 
able way of earning or deserving an 
existence upon the earth. His apos- 
trophe to lubor was the beat part of 
his address, and was applauded to 
the echo . 


The speaker was introduced by Mr. 


Willetts, formerly of Detroit but now 
a 'resident of Decatur. 
Mr. W. was 


a member of the same assembly of K. 
of L. as the speaker while a resident 
of Detroit.
